_ FOR MASSACRE OF JEWS. 


| Thirty-Six Persons Will Be Pat on 
| Trial in Russia Today. 
Petersburg, June 7.—The trial by 
jury of thirty-six participants in the 
notorious program of 1906, will begin 
tomorrow at Bialstock. Among the 
accused are eight wa@men. Only two 
of the prisoners, Bakunevitch and No- 
vakovsky, are held for murder or at- 
tempt at murder, the others being 
charged with minor acts of violence. 

The indictment emphasizes the lead- 
ing part the Jews took in the revolu- 
tionary activity of 1905-06. the victims 
of which included twenty-four police 
officers killed and wounded. The ter- 
rorism culminated in the assassination 
of M. Derkatchoff, the chief of police 
of Bialystock. Four days later, an 
outbreak, which was believed to have 
been deliberately planned, probably in 
revenge for the murder of Derkatchoff, 
occurred.

“Allies” Say They Are Being Unfair-

Chicago, June 7.—Representatives of 
the “allies’’ tonight recalled their state- 
ment that they will bolt the republican 
national committee so far as the presen- 


tation of evidence to support. the 
claims of anti-Taft delegations 
from «southern states is concerned. 


There is evidence that the announce- 
ment made last night upon the author- 
ity of Representative James Francis 
Burke, manager for Senator Knox, after 
he had been in conference with Senator 
Hemenway, of Indiana; Joseph B. Keal- 
ing, of Indiana, and other campaign 
managers of the “allies’’ created dissen- 
sion. Some of the other spokesmen for 
‘the ‘‘alties’’ declared the announcement 
to be ill-advised, and they busied them- 
selves today to counteract -its effect. 

Statement by ‘Allies.”’ 

After numerous conferences, the fol- 
lowing which was headed “Statement 
‘from the Allies,” was issued: 


“l'pon the authority of the representae- 
tives of all of the presidential candi- 
dates, other than Secretary of War Taft, 
it was annqunced today that they wold 
continue to present their side of the 
contested delegate cases to the national 
committee. The decision of the national 
committee will not oe taken as final by 
the candidates known as the ‘allies,’ 
but an appeal will be taken in cases 
where it is believed injustice has been 
dene, first to the committee on creden- 
tials and later to the convention itself.

Statement of Congressman Ames. 

The statement ‘of Congressman Ames 
says in part regarding the Florida con- 
vention: 

“It was notorious that with the ma- 
chinery of election entirely in the hands 
of the federal office-helders, they had 
in many instances entirely prevented an 
opportunity for the.public preference at 
the election of the delegates. In a num- 
ber of such cases the outraged public 
held reelections, where the voters over- 
whelmihgly expressed their choice for 
uncontrolled elections and for anti- 
administration delegates. 

“These delegates were not to be al- 
lowed even a shearing; and only those 
who could be controlled were to be al- 
lowed admission to thé convention hall. 
At a meeting of some of the regularly 
elected white delegates who did not be- 
lieve in federa! control of elections I 
had thhe pleasure of being present. ‘Tie 
question arose as tto how the delegates 
were to get into the convention, and I 
think I remember saying that as they 
had collected the credentials, they would 
have to issue tickets, and no one with- 
out a ticket could get in. My sugges- 
tion was that if the tickets were neces- 
sary for admission to the convention 
ihall, then those who .were entitled to 
admission should procure them, This 
proved to be a eorrect guess—the Taft 
managers ‘had arranged that no one 
without a ticket should enter the hall.

Washington, June 7.—That the plat- 
form which will be adopted at the Chi- 


cago convention and on which the re- 
publican party will stand during the 
next campaign has been completed with 
the exception of a few details, which wili 
be left for the committee on resolutions 
to insert. is the opinion of mamy who 
are in the confidence of the republican 
leaders. The work has been done by 
Hon. Wade Ellis, attorney general of 
Ohio, the draftsman of the recent Ohio 
State platform; Senator Hopkins, who 
will be the chairman of the committee 
on resolutions; Senator Long, of Kan- 
sas,. and a few others, including the 
president and Secretary Taft, who have 
been freely consulted. 

To Indorse Policies of Roosevelt. 


The policies of President Roosevelt 
will be indorsed unequivocally, and this 
indorsement will be the central idea of 
the document.

His whole system of 
paying his men is based on a fixed 
wage. with a smail bonus for each 
piece of work accomplished. In al} 
cases the hirer has to furnish fuel and 
water and deliver it to the machines. 
A large map of Engiand and Scotland 
hangs in his office and red numbered 
flags pinned to this give the location 
of each machine. The foremen report 
every twenty-four hours.

MASS MEETING 


Statements Made on Situation 
by Employees and 
Officials. 


With an earnest and zealous prayer 
by Rev. W. T. Hunnicutt, pastor of the 
Payne Memorial chapel, Luckie and 
Hunnicutt streets, for their success the 
railroad men who are giving their em- 
phatic support to the trainmen and 
switchmen of the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga ang St. Louts railway now on 
strike, yesterday afternoon opened one 
of the largest, most enthusiastic and 
most successful meetings of that kind 
known in the city of Atianta. 

The seating capacity of the church 
had been exhausted before the speak- 
ers arrived. Chairs in abundance had 
been placed in the aisies, in front of 
the pulpit and about the vestibule and 
yet these did not accommodate the as- 
sembly. 

Espouses Caase of Men. 

W. C. Puckett calle@ the meeting to 
order in his usual pleasant style and 
asked Dr. Hunnicutt to open with 
prayer. As the minister raised his 
hand to invoke the divine  biessing 
every one within the auditorium arose 
almost simultaneously. It was then 
that Dr, Hunnicutt endeared himself 
to every working man who herrd his 
words by the manner in wi: he 
asked his Master to grant them suc- 
cess, at the same time asking that 
those in authority might receive 
guidance from the same source to deal 
‘fairly an@g equitably with the men af- 
fected by the strike. 

Second Vice Grand Master of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen Val 
Fitzpatrick was presented by Mr. 
Puckett. To the large audience he pre- 
sented every feature of the trouble be- 
tween the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen and the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis road. He dealt 
fully with the Allen case and the Mar- 
tin case, the details of which have 
been given the reading public, and 
showed what he had done officially 
after he had been sent upon the field 
by Grand Master Morrissey.

ATLANTA SAYS GOODBYE 


THERON RICE 


Sunday, June 7, will long be remem- 
bered by the members and congregation 
of the Central Presbytertan church. Rev. 
Dr. Theron H. Rice, who goes to the 
Union Theological seminary at Rich- 
mond, preached his last sermons, deliv- 
ering three or four addresses. 

The first service was at 9:45 a m., 
when he addressed some two hundred of 
the men of the church, pointing out to 
them their place and responsibility of 
leadership in the Christian church, and 
counseling them most earnestly to at- 
tend the stated meetings of the church, 
including Sunday school and the brother- 
hood, where they will learn of what is 
going on, obtain knowledge and informa- 
tion, and get closer to each otber in the 
spirit of brotherhood. 

At lt! o'clock, after taking some new 
members into the church, Dr. Rice 
preached on “Blessed is the Man,” show- 
ing, according to the first Psalm, that 
he only is blessed who separates him- 
self from the world and finds his great- 
est joy in the ‘law of the Lord. Such 
& man has stability, not that of a rock, 
but of a living thing, a tree planted, 
bearing deep roots and bearing fruit, 
and he will prosper in the way that is 
best for him—not ag the world, but God 
sees and knows. The sermon, one of 
great unction and power, was concluded 
With "Striking iMustrations of a godly 
man who prospered and of another in 
the class referred to by the Psalmist, 
“The way of the ungodly shall perish.” 

Before the sermon there was an affect- 
ing incident in the presentation of the 


following resoluti@ns from the Second 
Baptist church: ; 
“It is hereby directed by the congre-, 
gation of the Second Baptist church, in 
conference assembled, that our brethren 
and messengers, A. D. Adair, John T.

St. Paul, Minn., June 7.—(Special.)— 
Few more remarkable experiences have 
ever befallen a fisherman than those of 
Nathan Rosenstein, of St. Paul, who, in 
early August, of last year, borrowed a 
bamboo pole and the price of a rowboat 
from ‘‘Doc’’ Rutledge and went fishing 
in beautiful Lake Bemidji.

KING EDWARD AT KIEL. 


Great Reception for British Ruler 
and Party. 


Kiel, June 7.—King Edward,.on board 
the royal yacht Victoria and Albert, and 
accompanied by Queen Alexandra, Prin- 
cess Victoria and a large suite, met 
with a great reception here. The Ger- 
man warships were dressed, and crews 
manned ships. Royal salvos were fired, 
and the German. sailors cheered the 
British monargdh, while a guard of honor 
was brought up on the quay and. the 
bands played the British anthem. 

It was really an impromptu review of 
the German fleet in ihonor of the king.

Never Has Birmingham Been So 
Elaborately Decorated—It Is Be-~- 
lieved 30,000 Persons Wiill 
Attend Reunion — Pro- 
gram for Reunion. 


Birmingham, Ala., June 7.—Birming- 
ham is a mass of bunting and flags to- 
night in honor of the confederate vet- 
erays, whose annual reunion will begin 
fhere Tuesday and continue through 
Thursday. The general committee has 
prepared for 30,000 visitors, and it is be- 
Heved fully this number will be on hand. 
The extra trains began to come in to- 
day, and imcoming trains have extra 
coaches crowded to the doors. The first 
of the prominent officials to arrive was 
General Tyler, head of Forrest’s cavalry 
comps, General Cabell, General Evans, 
Commander Wright, of the navy, and 
others will be here tomorrow morning. 

Elaborate Decorations. 

The street and building decorations 
are by far the most elaborate ever seen 
in Birmingham. Twentieth street has 
been made an esplanade of bunting and 
flags. All of the big skyscrapers are 
decorated from top to bottom, present- 
ing a unique and picturesque scene. It 
is believed the arrangements for han- 
dling the crowds will work out admira- 
bly. Big committees of local citizens 
will be stationed at all depots to assist 
the veterans and visitors in getting 
properly quartered. 

Thousands of big red buttons have 
been distributed bearing the words ‘“‘l 
am from Birmingham; ask me.”’ It is 
believed these will be an aid to stran- 
gers in getting abott. Capital park, 
which is near the center of the city, 
will be made a general rendezvous for 
renewing acquaintances, Immense 
grandstands have been erected along the 
park, from which officers will review the 
floral parade Wednesday and the vet- 
erans’ parade Thursday. At the state 
fair grounds a temporary hotel has been 
erected at which 2,000 veterans will be 
cared for absolutely free 

Sponsors and Maids, 

Already many of the scores of spon- 
sors and maids have arrived. and the 
social features of the reunion wiff be 
notable. The reception of Governor and 
Mrs. B. iB. Comer Tuesday night will 
be the largest private function given 
during the reunion. There will be a ball 
at the Country Club and Southern Club, 
however, in addition to the grand ball 
at the Hippodrome Thursday night. 
This ball has, been arranged so that for 
certain numbers only veterans will be 
allowed on the floor with the young la- 
dies. The numbers in which the veterans 
participate will be marches, the music 
being such as will make an especial ap- 
peal to them. 

Naturally the reunion will be the oc- 
casion for numerous smaller reunions. 
The largest will be. that of the Sons of 
Veterans, which will continue for three 
days. Other affairs will be the meeting 
of the Soutihern Memorial Association, 
the confederate choirs, the Doctors of 
the Confederacy, the Confederate Naval 
veterans, the New York veterans, the 
Jeff Davis Memorial Association, the 
Wheeler corps and the Alabama veter-

Some years ago I was a teacher in Af- 
ghanistan and during my stay in that’ coun- 
try I was often an unwilling witness to.some 
horrible exhibitions of torture. Here is one 
they use i-? the case of women to extract tes- 
timony. It consists of prying off the fingw 
nails by means of a small chige] or brad 
awl, which is shoved in slowly, but firmly, 
from the finger tip downward under the 
quick of the nail, which is then lifted up 
and out. 

This is another that I once saw used in the 
ease of a small child who would not own 
up to some petty theft: Sticks were thrust 
bestween the fingers and the fingers then 
syueezed together, so that the sticks crushed 
into the bones. So much for women and 
children. Here is a method of ‘iiciting in- 
formation from an unwilling man: The cul- 
prit is stripped to the waist, and then boiling 
ofl is flicked onto his back. This seldom 
fails to find the man’s tongue. 

The above are the chief forms of ‘‘fahana.”’ 
or torture, for the purpose of eliciting infor- 
mation, but it must be stated that such in- 
flictions as nipping of noses, tearing ovt 
tongues or splitting eyebalis do not come 
under the heading of ‘fahana,’’ they being 
punishments rather than tortures.
